Saturday, Nov. 21, 1896. 

Conference was called to order at 8:30 a. m. by the President, 
who conducted the opening services — M. B. Umsted leading in 
prayer.

Rev. G. W. Hill, Agent of Hendrix C«‘llege, addressed the Con- 
ference in behalf of that institution, whereupon the Board of Edu- 
cation read their report No. 1, which was adopted. 

Rev. E. M. Pipkin, Agent of the American Bible Society, ad- 
dressed the Conference on the work of that Society, and the Com- 
mittee on the Bible Cause read their Report, which after amend- 
ment was adopted. 

Under Question 20, M. M. Smith H. T. Gregory and Frank 
Ritter, Presiding Elders, reported their Districts and their charac- 
ters were passed. 

A communication from the Board of Trustees of Gilloway Col- 
lege was referred to the Conference Board of Education. 

After various announcements the Conference adjourned with the 
benediction byG. A. Dannelly.

HENDKIX COIJ.KC.K. 

Dear P’athkks and Brethren; 

From tlie President’s re])ort your Board gathers the follow- 
ing vei*y gratifying intelligence concerning this school of the 
( 'hurch for the cui-rent year to date. 

A vigorous canvass was made in the early summer, and not- 
withstanding drought and other untoward conditions, the school 
opened with a larger enrollment than ever before. One hundred 
and seventeen matriculated, being fourteen more than were en- 
rolled up to Dee. 25, 1895. An encouraging feature is the presence 
of an unusually large number of advanced students, making some 
of the college classes double their usual size. The graduating 
class will have nine members. 

Although three of the Faculty withdrew, their places have been 
filled by other strong men, and the Faculty as at present 
t‘onstituted is exceptionally good. With the exception of l*resi- 
dent and one other, all are men who have taken University 
courses and are graduates of Hendrix College, and are thus 
imbued with a lasting attachment for their “alma mater.’ 

Another gratifying fact is that many of the graduates are 
seeking University advantages and pursuing professional 1 ni- 
versity courses. 

A large enrollment of High .School graduates indicates that 
Hendrix is endeavoring to bo a true College rather than a 
University on the one haiid or a ])reparatory school on the 
other. It is earnestly hoped that such encouragement may be 
extended as will ere long enable the College to (*ut off entirely its 
])i*eparatory de]>artment. 

The religious life of the students is re])orted as better than at 
any time in the previous history of the college. 

Tn compliance with a .request made by the Trustees of the 
Church your Boardrespectfully recommends: 

1. That the same educational assessments as was made last 
year be continued, and that in view of the pres.sing need, a more 
diligent and ]rersistent presentation of the claims of the College 
and for its adequate endowment, be made by our Pastors. 

2. The appointment of visiting commith'os who can and will 
attend, and who will report to the Conference lioard. 



8. Wo fui tliei* rooommend that the Board of Trustees of the 
(’ollege, acting under the provisions of Article XII of their 
Constitution, establish three or more first class academies within 
the bounds of White River (’onference— the Conference Board of 
Kducation being authoidzed to co-operate with the said Trustees 
in so far as it is necessary to secure property, but in no case shall 
a further indebtedness be incurred. This aU with a view to the 
abolition of the college preparatory department so soon as a 
sufficient number of academies is organized to supply it with 
collegiate students. 

4. We recommend the encouraging of academies and high 
schools correlated with the C’ollege. 

5. Condemnation strong and decisive of all dishonest 
canvassing. 

6. That the Rev. Geo. W. Hill be continued in his work as 
financial agent of the College, and that he be authorized to call 
to his aid such members of the ( 'onference as he mav deem 
proi)er in the prosecution of his work. 

7. That the Rev. A. M. R. Branson be elected by this Confer- 
ence to succeed himself for another term as Trustee. 

COMMUXICATIONS. 

A communication from the Secretary of the General Board. Dr. 
R. J. Bigham, laid before your ( 'onference Board, contains verv 
gratifying intelligence respecting educational ojierations througn- 
out the varifuis Conferences. Dr. Bigham makes the followim>- 
suggestions or recommendations, in all of which your Board 
concurs and submits for your ratification or rejection; 

1. That the presiding Bishop be requested to appoint a 
rnember of this Conference, to be known as the Conference 
Secretary of Education, to co-operate with the General 
Secretary in promoting the cause of Christian education. 

2. That our Pastors be more diligent in their observance of 

( 'hildren’s Day. and that its importance be more generally called 
to the attention of each congregation— to train uj) a generation 
believing in and inclined to supiiort ( 'hristian education being 
f»ne objeet of all oui* efforts. ^ 

( ; A LI.O \V A Y CO LLKC E. 

Your Board notes with much pleasure the fact that this 
superior college for young ladies, recently opened with a vei-y 
large attendance. 200 students being now present, of whom 108 
are boarding pupils. The title to this valuable college property 
is duly recorded in the name of the Methodist Episcopal ('hurch. 
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South. Being operated under the auspices of the three Confer- 
ences of Arkansas Methodism, it invites the conlidence and 
should stimulate the benevolent liberality of our people in much 
larger degree than it has hitherto done. Seventeen students wert; 
graduated last year, while the present Senior class numbers 
twenty-one. Since the lirst opening of the <‘ollege in 1889 sixty- 
nine have gone from its halls as graduates. 

We recommend the re-ap})ointment of Rev. Jno. H. Dye to the 
Presidency of Calloway College. We endorse the action of the 
Board of Trustees, which action is stated to the Conference in a 
su])])lemental re])ort. 

V A NDEKBiLT UNI VEKSITY. 

Concerning this great institution of our Church it is hardly 
necessary that your Board S}>eak. Its merit is too well known 
an d its advantages too fully understood to need any statement 
from us. As affording ample means for highest culture a,nd 
and thorough training along all professional lines, ])erhaps no 
institution in our great country stands as its superior. In point 
of equipment in all departments it offers the very fullest advan- 
tages to ambitious students and advanced scholarship. Those 
results of study, thought hitherto to be attainable only by pro- 
tracted work in Trans-Atlantic Universities, is slowly but surely 
coming to be possible in this our own school — the ]>ride and boast 
of a common Methodism, and we feel assured that the day is not 
far distant when in no land or country can there be supplied better 
facilities or more adequate means for advanced education and the 
])rofoundest learning. 

Resolved, that we a])prove the plans of the Board of Trust of 
V. U. to secure re]jresentation on the Board from other parts of 
our connexion, and that we hereby express our willingness to be 
<-ontent with one re]>resentative on said Board. 

We recommend Kev. S. H. Babcock to be elected as Trustee 
from White River Conference, and that .lulien C. Brown be ap- 
))Ointed Conference Secretary.

KinVORTH l?:aguk RKPORT. 

Mr. President and Brethren: 

In this report we may not expatiate on the practical utility of the 
Ej)Worth T.,eague. It is no longer an experiment. Wherever fairly 
tested its results among our young men and women have demon- 
strated its worth. While many of our brethren have not been suc- 
cessful in putting their League in operation in their charges, it 
has, nevertheless, had a marked degree of prosperity in the White 
River Conference during the year now closing. 

A few observations will reveal this fact. The Batesville Dis- 
trict has 2 Leagues with *)5 members; the Newport District, o 
Leagues with 134 membei’s; the Jonesboro District, / Leagues with 
254 members: the Helena District, 9 Leagues with 315 members; 
and the Searcy District, 16 Leagues with 551 members. The total 
number of Leagues last year was 18 with 639 members: this year 
there are 39 Leagues with 1.309 members, an increase over last 
year of 21 Leagues and 670 members. T’hus you observe we have 
more than doubled our Leagues and our members. 

There are also other signs of growth. In the Helena and Searcy 
Districts were held District League Conferences at which District 
Leagues were organized. These meetings were enthusiastic and 
relig^ious, and gave inspiration to the work in these tields. ]Most 
of the Leagues of our (,'onference were well rejiresented in the 
grand State League (_’onfer»^nce conducted last June in the cajiital 
citv of our State. Here we were moved and thrilled by the mighty 
( 'hristian spirit that ])ervaded the young manhood and woman- 
hood of the Methodist church in the State of Arkansas. 

Notwithstanding the advamjement we have certainly made, the 
White River C 'onference is yet far in the rear of the League forces 
of the State. One of our most astute Presiding Elders, in his tes- 
timony on this work, says: ‘Tn many jilaces the League and its 

work have not been understood, and, hence, has not been properly 
tried.” This is the solid truth. To appreciate the value of this 
institution of our Church is only t ) understand it and to put it to 
the test. One of our farsighted pastors contributes the signiti- 
cant fact that his League workers raised, on his Conference coL 
lections, the handsome sum of $150. The work of the League is 
also a most iioweriul element in preserving the Christian charac- 
ter of our young members. These two facts our own observation 
confirms. In the face of such testimony how can any preacher 
doubt or depreciate the value of the Epworth League? 

To make a su *cess of this work, the preacher must have material 
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— young men and women — must have a heart passionate in its love 
for their souls, must ply his Judgment and tact, must have an 
inexhaustible su])j>ly of of peracverance, and must be gratified, not 
discouraged, with even small results. “He that doeth these things, 
shall neither be barren nor unfruitful.”

REPORT SUNDAY SCHOOL HOARD. 

To the President and Members of the White River Conference: 
Dear Brethren : One of our best Sunday School teachers has 

said that it was just as truly wise and philosophical for thetJhurch 
to vigorously i)rosecute its Sunday School work as it is to care- 
fully purify a sti*eam at its source. And we are happy in believing 
that we are steadily becoming more efficient workers for God in 
this important dejtartment of Church work. It affords us great 
pleasure to report an inerese all along the line in the number of 
schools, officers and teachers, scholars and more than five hun- 
dred dollars inc‘i*ease in the collections for Sunday School pur- 
poses. But there is yet much room for improvement. We have in 
tlie Confe?‘cnc3 neaidv twenty-five thousand members of the 
Church, but so far as we have been able to learn, not more than 
one-fourth of them are connected with the Sunday Schools. We 
feel that the great need of the hour is a great Sunday School cam- 
paign in every pastoral charge in all Southern Methodism. Our 
])eople do not seem to know or feel the magnitude of their oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities. Our literature is of the very best, 
and. while we have had an increase in its circulation, it ought to 
be much larger. The Magazine, we regard as one of the best 
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periodicals of our Church, and ought to be in the hands of every 
teacher. The Visitor ought to be in every home. 

We regret to have to report a lack of interest in Children’s Day. 
Only twenty-nine charges have reported anything to this Board. 
We have received the sum of one hundred and nineteen dollars and 
sixty cents. Ten per cent, of this has been forwarded to the Gen- 
eral Board at Nashville; ten per cent has been paid to A. M. R. 
Branson, treasurer of Conference Board of Education. After 
providing for needy schools, the balance has bean equally divided 
between the General Sunday School Board and the Annual Con- 
ference Board of Education for which we have the treasurer’s 
recei])t. We have heard with regret that a few of our preachers 
still use this fund in their charges for other purposes than that 
})lainly contemplated by the law,. We trust this will not occur 
again. We most earnestly request all our preaohers to look well 
to this great interest. Let us have a revival in the way of Sun- 
day School Conferences, Conventions, Teachers’ Institutes, and, 
by all possible means, awaken a greater interest in Sunday School 
work.

MEMOIRS. 

EDMOND CICERO CASTLEBERY. 

Edmond Cicero Castleberry, a native of Georgia, came to 
Arkansas early in life and cast his fortune in Fulton county. 
Eiorn May 1, 1852; died July 2, 1896. He was licensed to ]>reach 
in 1878 by A. P. Saffold, preacher in cliarge of Salem ( Urcuit. 
Batesville District — the Presiding Elder, Rev. B. F. Hall, failing 
to get to the Quarterly meeting. He joined the White River Con- 
ference in the fall of the same year and was aiipointed to Wheatly 
Circuit, Helena District, and traveled it two years. He was next 
appointed to Salem Cinmit and traveled it three years. Thence 
he went to Mineral Circuit, Searcy District, and remained two 
years on that Circuit. In the fall of 1885, on account of failing- 
health, he was transferred to the Florida Conference, traveled 
there two years, but in the fall of 1887 he came back to his home 
Conference and was stationed at Argenta. After laboring there 
faithfully for two years, he was sent to Beelie station where he 
held up the banner of the Cross for two years, viz., 1890-91. It 
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was here that he was married to Miss Cora Dement, who was ever 
by his side, a faithful helpmeet. They were sent from there to 
Wynne and McCrory and remained there two years, thence to 
Augusta Station where they labored successfully through the 
year 1895 and untilJuly 2, 1896, when his Lord suddenly came and 
found him at his post. He had been out holding a funeral service. 
Many, many poor and sick and sorrowing ones will rise up in the 
judgment and call him blessed. Wherever he w^ent he represented 
his risen and ascended Lord. He was a faithful man, a holy man, 
a man of great labors and much suffering, but, withal, great suc- 
cess in the Gospel. His union with Miss Dement was blessed in 
the gift of two sweet babes, both of whom and the wife remain to 
mourn his departure.

REV. H. M. CRYER. 

Rev. H. M. Cryer, the subject of this sketch, was born in Sum- 
ner county, Tenn., Nov. 24, 1848. He was educated for the law 
and was a graduate of the Cumberland University Law School, 
Lebanon, Tenn. He removed to Arkansas in 1870, and engaged 
in the practice of law and teaching until 1886, when he entered the 
ministry of the M. E. Church, South. At the time of his death 
he was pastor of Dye’s Chapel, North Little Rock, where he had 
been stationed for three years past. In 1882 he was married for 
the second time to Miss Annie Webber, of Perry county. Ark. 
Three young children and his widow survive him, also two sons 
by a former marriage, Messrs. Thos. C. and Wm. L., well-known 
young business men connected with the Beal & Doyle Grocer Co. , 
Little Rock . 

Brother Cryer’s first appointment in the Conference was Mineral 
circuit, where he remained one year: thence to the adjoining 
.1 acksonville circuit, where he remained the full pastoral limit, 
four years. Both of these pastoral charges were within a few miles 
of his spiritual birth-place. Next he was stationed at Marianna 
for two years; and his last work was North Little Rock, where he 
died on the morning of July 24th, at six o'clock, of a complication 
of diseases. 

Brother Cryer' s conversion produced a profound impression at 
El Paso. Ark., where it occurred; and caused unusual rejoicing 
among Christians of every denomination, and brought great 
seriousness to sinners of all grades. His commission to preach 
was Pauline in its character; he conferred not with flesh and 
blood, but straightway preached the gospel. The preacher in 
charge, under whose ministry he was converted, and whose name 
— much to my regret — 1 cannot now recall, announced at the close 
of the service at which he was converted, that Brother Cryer 
would preach that night, which he did; and continued to preach 
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Jesus and Him crucified until he was duly commissioned by the 
pi-oper authorities. The interest in his earnest utterances was 
indicated by the larjye audiences that waited upon his ministry — 
the conjrregations beinj^ limited only by the capacity of the 
churches where he preached. 

As a lawyer he had Ijeen an earnest and able advocate: as a 
prosecutor he was a terror to evil doers: and these characteristics 
became prominent features of his ministry. His implicit faith in 
the gos})el and in the doctrines of our Church made him the more 
earnest and successful in their promulgation and presentation. 
He had the courage of his convictions; he only needed to be im- 
pressed as to what his duty was and he did it. His fiery and 
fierce denunciations of the prevalent sins in thetJhurches where he 
preached, awakened many of the hardest hearts, and subdued 
many of the most obdurate wills. His presentation of Christ as 
the Lamb for sinners slain and as a ransom for all, was so 
pathetic that scores of sinners yielded themselves willing caj)tives 
to tlie great ('aptain of their Salvation. 

Brother Cryer’s ministry was a comparatively brief one. lasting 
only ten years: but judging him by his success — which is, perhaps, 
the severest if not the best test of intrinsic ministerial worth, he 
had comparatively few equals and no superiors in the Conference, 
as a winner of souls for Christ. His work in the ministry began, 
continued, and almost ended in a revival. His friends were ar- 
dently attached to him. and it was but natural that a few of the 
baser sort should oppose him. Multitudes of friends mourn his 
seemingly untimely death, and many sinners who have heard his 
eloquent and earnest utterances, deeply regret that he shall call 
them no more to repentance. 

To know Brother Cryer intimately was to love him. The 
warmth of his great loving heart was best felt and most appre- 
ciated where it was best known, in his own home. *The admira- 
tion of his wife and children, little and large, for his ability and 
clearness of judgment and the correctness of his conclusions, was 
only equaled by their beautiful devotion to him as a husband and 
father. Like all truly brave men, he possessed great gentleness 
and kindness of heart, and they felt that each throb of his loving 
heart beat in sympathy with them. 

During his pastorate on Jac^ksonville circuit his oldest daughter, 
a former pupil of Galloway College, died, and it is doubtful if he 
ever fully recovered from the shock of her death. In the parox- 
ysms of his awful sufferings, as well as in his calmer moments, 
during his last lingering illness, he would speak of her and rejoice 
at the thought of an early re-union with her. 

The impress of his useful life and triumphant death lingers as a 
precious legacy to his family, more to be desired than gold or 
silver, stocks or bonds. His active and useful life is as ointment 
pf)ured forth. Let our ministers and membership revere his 
memory, emulate his virtues, re-enact and reproduce as best we 
may. his usefulness. John H. Dye. 



REV. J. A. PEEBLES. D. D. 

James Albert Peebles was born in North Hampton county,N.C., 
Agust 26, 1H27. At 7 years of age he moved with his father to 
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Lounds county, Miss. He was converted in 1848, and soon after 
was licensed to preach, Pie graduated from Lagrange College 
two years later and at once entered the Alabama Conference as a 
traveling preacher. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Andrew 
in 1854, and ordained Elder by Bishop Pierce in 1856. He trans- 
ferred to the Arkansas Conference in 1874 and was appointed 
])residept of Quitman College, which jmsition he held five yeai*s 
and again entered the regular work of the ministry. The degree 
of D. D. was worthily conferred upon him by Quitman College soon 
. after his resignation as president. Most of his children having 

located in Searcy. he transferred to the White River Conference in 
< 1892. Though he was an itinerant ])i*eacher for forty-four years, 

serving circuits, stations and districts, yet he only missed seven 
appointments. What a record I 
His one aim was to ‘*work the works of Him that sent him.*' 

Dr. Peebles was a strong preacher. He was modest and 
retiring in disposition, yet true to conviction and unswerving in 
fidelity to purpose. 

He left his home in Searcy Saturday afternoon, August 1, 
bright and cheerful, assuring his wife that he was in good condi- 
tion for another week of revival work. He went to his appoint- 
ment, which was at Stony Point, and preached that night. 
Sunday morning at 11 o’clock he preached at the same place. In 
the afternoon he drove four miles to preach at another point, but 
on reaching the church was so overcome by the heat as not to be 
able to preach, and after receiving some members into the 
Church, started back to Stony Point, where he expected to preach 
at night. But God met him on his return and said, ‘*It is 
enough: come up higher.” 

He leaves an intelligent, consecrated wife, who has been walking 
and working and praying by his side through all his life as a 
preacher: also five children, all of whom are cultivated, conse- 
crated men and women, and who are rejoicing in hope of a 
glorious resurrection, reunion and eternal life after death. 

No man will ever charge James A. Peebles with having been 
unfaithful to God or to the souls of men. His life is luminous 
with good deeds. He commenced his last hour by receiving 
membt»rs into the Church militant, and before it closed was him- 
self received into the Church triumphant. “Faithful unto death."
